E x P r e s d e n t G r o v e r C l e v e ­ 


l a n d delivered a campaign speech 
at Morristown, N. J . , last night, 
the first in several years, and had 
the following to say in favor of 
tariff reform ; 
“ Never, within ray 
observation or experience, has there

sistently and honestly pressed than 
now. 
A tariff for protection as its 
chief object is, at all times and in 
every feature of it, an unjust and 
unfair burden upon the masses of 
the people; the bold and arrogant 
developments of its unfairness and 
injustice, and the new directions 
they have taken, ought to especially 
arrest the attention and apprehen­ 
sion of every 
citizen. 
The ad­ 
vanced growth of the arrogance 
and greediness of tariff beneficiaries 
and the kindness shown to them 
by the friends of the tariff demon­ 
strated how confidently they relied 
upon the continuance of the peo­ 
ple’s credulity. 
A high tariff pro­ 
tects the trusts from foreign com­ 
petition, and, by agreed association 
and confederacy in production and 
price, 
they 
defend 
themselves 
against competition ^t home. 
Is 
it not true that to all other reasons 
for reform in our tariff laws there 
is added the birth and growth of 
their cruel and unmerciful progeny 
of trusts. ”

court makes for the specific pur­ 
pose of road improvement, and for 
no other purpose. 
Now, then, it is plain to be seen 
that the taxes are to be levied. 
Neither the mayor, the council nor 
any other authority can use one 
dollar of this money except for 
road purposes. 
Shall it be used on the roads in 
proximity to Sedalia, in this road 
district, or shall it be used up on 
Blackwater and out on H aw creek? 
Surely no citizen of 
Sedalia is 
foolish enough to vote against his 
own interests. 
There is only one 
thing to do, and that is, vo'e for 
the Six-Mile road district and help 
build up this splendid city— oce 
whose possibilities no one can tell.

Solomon Hotena, preacher, law­ 
yer, judge, wealthy, a full-blooded 
Choctaw Indian, and the slayer of 
two women and one man, whom 
he believed to be witches, had his 
sentence of death commuted to life 
imprisonment by President Roose­ 
velt yesterday. 
Hotena lost several children by 
death in quick 
succession two 
years ago. 
He conceived tke idea 
that certain persons 
among his 
people were witches and had cast 
a spell over his family. 
He went 
to the house <Jf Vinita Coleman, a 
distant relative, and shot her dead. 
A t the same time he wounded a 
small child and seriously injured a 
15-year-old boy. 
Then he rode to the hut of a 
man whom he believed to be a 
witch and killed him. 
He went on 
until he found another woman, the 
third person with the evil in­ 
fluence, whom he shot dead. 
In 
justification of bis offense, Hotena 
pleaded the example of the Puritan 
fathers in burning witches at the 
stake, but he Was sentenced to be 
hanged.
